Trade: Batance of More than 


$33,000,000 Established 
Abroad, Reports Show. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1—Restora- 
tion of many trade currents and estab- 
lishment of a substantial export balances 
by American commerce in October was 
indicated tonight In statements from 
principal ports issued by the treasury 
department. Telegraphic reports from 
cities which handle about 72 per cent of 


| the country’s export trade showed that 
from Oct. § to 31, inclusive, a trade bal, 


ance of more than $33,000,000 was estab- 
lished. 
Cotton Exports Big Factor. 

If figures from the remaining ports 
show the same proportions the October 
gain over the export balance for Sep- 
tember will amount to more than $17,- 
060,000. Part of the gain in exports war 
ascribed to cotton shipments, which haé 
been almost suspended by the European 
upheaval. During the week ending Oct. 
26, 112,053 bales of cotton were exported, 
and on last Thursday alone 43,903 bales 
were sent abroad. 

Total exports from the principal cities 
from Oct. 5 to 31 amounted to $189,068,631. 
compared with fmports of $106,341,261. 
The imports represented about 87 per 
cent of the totel for all the country, and 
the exports 72 percent. In September the 
exports were wort $156.337,833, com- 
pared with imports of $140,089,611.

A hundred years ago these standards 
were in use in the British army, where 
they received. the nickname of “ jingling 
Johnnies.”

The “ jingling Johnnies ™ hail originaily 
from Turkey, and there the number of 
horse tails with which they were adorned 
depended upon the rank of the in 
‘ehief command, whence the now almost 
obsolete expression of ‘‘a pasha of six 
tails,’ of *‘ nine tails,"’ etc. 

The first western nation to adopt them 
was Prussia, owing to the gift to Fred- 
erick the Great by the Turkish sultan, 
Mustaphe IIl., of an entire Janissary. 
band of 100 pieces. 

This Janissary band was more remark- 
able for the noise which it made than for 
the quality of its music, which consisted 
by all accounts of a séries of frightful 
and ear piercing squeals, emitted by 
reed pipes of the most wonderful shaps 
ahd fashion, and bagpipes of such amasz- 
ing power that if played in Scotland they 
would have driven all the deer and grouse 
south of the Tweed.
